The address of ]Mr. DeCosmos to the 
electors reached the very siuiill .section 
of the coiiiiuuuity who take in the 
Standard yesterday. lu length it is 
not so forinidablo as that issued by the 
same caticlidate iu 1874, when he ran 
in.tlii8,.coiistitucncy as a Grit and was 
elected' by a few votes over Isli: Moii- 
TON, a Liberal-Conservative, and an 
ardent supporter of Sir JoiiK MacdoK- 
ALU ; but it is long enough to establish 
the inconsistency of its author. In 
another column wo have placed in close 
proximity extracts from his adilress of 
1871, and we ask our readers to con- 
trast them with Mr. DECosMOd' expres- 
.•lions and opinions in his address of yes- 
terday. A wide divergence of senti- 
ment will bo found to exist ; anil we 
would respectfully submit that the very 
tlrst duty Afr. De'O. owes to this consti- 
tuency is carefully iivoldod. He does 
not attempt to roconuile tho statements 
of thu rival aiklresses, iior to explain 
his reasons for deserting Sir John and 
enlisting under Mr. Mackenzie's ban- 
ner ; nor does he point or allude in the 
remote.st manner to his past record. 
People liave waitetl open-mouthed for 
this candidate's address. Tlioy antici- 
pated a complete and manly refutation 
of the charge — ITe has done nothiwj .'— 
which is in everybody's n.outh ; thoy 
expected that ho would inform them as 
to the number of measures he had in- 
troduced ; the Vivlualile suggestions In- 
liad made ; and the diplomatic victories 
he had gained over the enemies of tiio 
Province. Tliey will grope through 
the sections of tho address to tind them- 
selves lost in the labyrinthine mazes of 
a thoroughfare of thought that begins 
nowhere and stops at the dead wall of 
nothingness. Anyone can make pro- 
mises; but a very wise man has said 
that promises are like pie-crust, made 
to be broken. Mr. DeCos3IoS has nuulo 
pie-crust promises before. Hepromised to 
support Sir John M.vcdo.n'ald in 1872 
and deserted him in 1873. Politicians 
must bo .judged as a tree is judged — by 
their fruit; and tried by the same 
standard Mr. DeOosMos is a barren 
fig tree. Politically, ho has borne no 
fruit unless it bo of the Dead Sea 
variety "which, fair to view, yet turns 
to ashes on tlm lii)." Now, we say | 
that Mr. DeC'os.MO.", lias neither done i 
anything at Ottawa, uor has ho at- | 
tempted to explain why lie did noth- . 
ing. He lias ridden tiirco times into | 
Parliament on the cry of "Protection | 
to Farmers," and has failed to acconi- [ 
plish anything in behalf of the class he 
professed to be desirous of serving. 
He has- made most egregious blunders 
in dealing with the railway and dry 
dock, and so incensed was Sir John 
Macdonald against him during the 
session of 1876 that ho (Sir John) 
voted against his (Jlr. DeCosmos') 
railway resolution, after having charac- 
terized it OS indiscreet and unwise, ami 
condemned its author in scathing terms. 
Sir John's speech on that memorable 
occasion we produced a few days ago 
and shall publish again before election 
day. It should be read by every one 
who has the .slightest interest in the 
Province, because it contains evidence 
which shows that with Sir John Mac- 
donald and his party Mr. DeCosmos 
has not the slightest influence. Ho is 
regarded there as a traitor to Jiibcral- 
Conservatism, and since tho S[iring of 
1874 the door of" the Liberal-Conserva- 
tive caueuB-room has been shut in his 
face. It was the duty of the honorable 
gentleman, when he came again before 
his constituents, to insert in his address 
an account of liis stewardship. It was 
not a question of what he would do. 
It was a question of what he had done. 
A merchant sends a trasted clerk to 
a distant part of the country upon a 
mission of a delicate or confidential 
nature. When the clerk returns to his 
principal is it not his duty to re- 
port tho result of his mission!' 
How long would he be allowed to | 
keep his employer in the dark as to \ 
the success or non-success tiiat had at- 
tended his mission. And should he 
fail to give satisfactory explanations 
would he not be discharged? 

This is precisely the position Mr. 
DeCosmos occupies today towards 
the public of Victoria. He was sent to 
Ottawa, properly instructed, on a confi- 
dential and delicate mission. He put 
his instructions behind him as soon as 
he was elected; lie has never conde- 
scended to report to liis instructors, or 
to ask their advice, and to this mo- 
ment obstinately refuses to report or 
explain what he has done for the 
country at Ottawa, 

Is it any wonder in this crisis that

TliB vicar refusing to allow the 
body of a woman named Froestono to 
bo taken to the church, and also . refus- 
ing use of the pall, Btrong derabnsta- 
tions wore made against hiin. 

On September 17, at her residence, 
Southampton, tlui widow of General 
Cameron, R.E., director of the Ord- 
nance Survey, who died recently, was 
found dead in hor room with her throat 
cut. She had been overwhelmed with 
grief since tho death of her hu.sband. 

The Earl of Roscbery, in accepting 
the nomination to bccoino a candidate 
for the Lord Rectorship of Aberdeen 
University, says tho iiivitittiun is om; 
which it would bo as unbecoming iu 
him to refuse as to seek. The contest 
will now be between the Earl of Alier- 
decn, the Conservative candidate, and 
Lord Rosebery, who is the nominee of 
tho Liberal students. 

Mr, Henry Baldwin Foot, J. P., of 
Carrigacuna Ca.stle, county Cork, has 
just been presented by Lortl Listowell 
and his fellow ju.stices with a congratu- 
latory address on his completing his 
hundreth year. Mr. Foot still oeca 
sionally aits on the bench, is in won- 
derfully good health and possessed of a 
clear and vigorous intellect. 

At tho inquest of the notoriou.s Mr.s. 
Bravo, who died of intoxication, at 
Southern Common, it was proved that 
during the si.x mouths she had been 
there her life had been most retired, 
and she had neither paid nor received 
visits. Her uncle testified to her 
drunken habits. He said that he had 
frequently seen her intoxicated. Her 
last illne.ss he believed was the result 
of the excessive use of stimulants, 
which resulted in violent vomiting. 
Twice she recovered through tho assist- 
ance of her maid, the advice witness 
gave hor, and her own good constitu 
tion, but tho third illness was a fatal 
one. 

Tho eccentricities in justice as regards 
sentences on prisoners aro constantly 
being noticed by the jjrcss. The fol- 
lowing are examples: — At a recent Cas- 
tle Eden (Durham) Petty Sessions an 
aged man, said to have been of irre- 
proachable character, game-keeper to 
Air. W. Armstrong, colliery proprietor, 
was sentenced to three months' im- 
prisoneut for stealing throo ordinary 
hen's eggs. At Dunmow tho wife of a 
labouring man and the mother of a 
large family, was sent to prison for 
seven days for "stealing" wheat — in 
vulgar parlance, gleaning — valued at 
one penny. On the other hand, two 
men who knowingly defrauded the Lan- 
cashire and Yorkshire Hallway Com 
pany of fourteen shillings, by deliber- 
ately travelling without tickets, and 
hiding under the seats when the ticket 
collector came round, were let oil' in 
Wakefield Bench with the option of 
paying the fare and ten shillings fine or 
one month's imprisonment. A notori- 
ously bad woman who when in company 
with a Leeds policeman robbed him of 
three half sovereigns, was sentenced to 
only six months' imprisonnient. 

The town of Milford, in the County 
Donegal, and its neighbourhood, were 
thrown into a considerable state of ex- 
citement on Thursday morning on hear- 
ing that the widow Algoe and her two 
sons, who had been evicted about two 
years ago by the late Lord Leitrini, had 
on Wednesday evening reached Milford 
from Glasgow, where tlioy had been 
since tlic eviction, and taken possession 
of the house formerly occupied by them 
at Bunlin, within a mile of the scene of 
the recent murders, which had only 
been vacated that morning by John 
McBride, a baliflT and caretaker of the 
place, who had resigned. The entrance 
was clFected by breaking in through 
one of the back windows on Wednesday 
night. On hearing of tho event. Cap- 
tain Dobbing, agent of the late Earl of 
Leitrim, accompanied by a few bailill's, 
proceeded to the house this morning 
and made a formal demand of posses- 
sion, which was determinedly refused. 
After the eviction, Mrs. Algoo obtained 
about £500 compensation, which on 
appeal was reduced to £290, by the 
judgment of Judge Battersby. 

Mr. Silas Ponicroy, J. P., while 
walking over his estate at Blandy, 
Hampshire, was attacked by a bull. 
Ho endeavoured to defend himself 
with his stick, but was gored to death. 
The day was the anniversary of Mr, 
Pomeroy's birthday, and a largo party 
had been invited to dinner. 

A peasant woman is reported to have 
found the regalia last -worn by Cyrus 
the Great. While working in the iieids ■ 
near Michalkov, on the Hivcr Dniester, 
in the Austrian Proyiuco , of .Galicia, 
she dug up several golden objects in- 
cluding goblets, a staff, brooches with 
dragon's head and crown. Dr. Prag 
lovski, an archaeologist well known in 
Europe, and other experienced men, 
have come to the conclusion that these 
ornaments belong to the regalia of the 
elder Cyrus, who fell in a campaign 
against the Massagotaj about 529 B. C. 
In his report upon these objects, Dr. 
Praglovski declares that any one who 
e.xamincs the details and styles of tho 
ornaments, and then compares the place 
whore they were found with the repijrts 
of the Greek historians concerning 
Cyrus' expedition against the Scythians, 
will at once agree with his conclusion. 
The intrinsic value of the objects is set 
down at lOO.OOO.'florins .iitTleast,- or 
about §50,000, 



Sydney advices, dated September 
1 ith, state that tho Johan Ciesar, from 

New Britain, reports that five Wcsley- 
nu native missionaries have been nia.ss- 
acrcil by bush natives, ten miles from 
the 3Ialicola coast. The weapons used 
were spears and clubs, and tin; \'ictims 
were afterwards eaten. The Kev. Mr. 
Brown, We.sloyan missionary (former-' 
ly of Auckland, New Zealand,) in con- 
junction with tho traders and coast ua- 
tivi'.-;, attacked the murderous tribe.=. 
A .sev(-ro fight ensued, lasting tho whole 
d.iy. Between 70 and 100 wero killed. 
i\jiother attack was made by tho Duke 
of York islanders on the German trad- 
ers there. Tho Germans retaliated and 
three natives were killed. Frank Ker- 
win, a Sydney trader, has been mur- 
diueil, and two other Europeans ario 
dead.
